Madison differs from the subject matter of the present claim in that both billy's girlfriend and the bus driver are physically present in the 
same location. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner notes that the Billy Madizon movie was cited in the office action to show that 
using motivational methods such as removing an article of clothing are well known in the art. The system of Jenkins does provide reward 
animations over a computer to the user and considering that the motivational method disclosed in claim 1 is a well-known method specially 
to motivate adults it would have been obvious to modify Rachman/Jenkins invention inlight of the teachings of Billy Madison to provide 
removal of an article of clothing over a computer network in order to provide motivataion for an adult. 
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
